1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests nanocomposite 
of zinc oxide and tin-containing indium oxide. Mixed oxides of zinc and tin-containing 
indium are taught in JP '185 (JP 03-33185) but not in a composite form of two oxide 
phases as required in the instant claims.
